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REMARKS 

As a preliminary matter, Applicant's representative would like to thank the 
Examiner for courtesies extended in the telephone conference conducted on June 7, 2005. 

Applicant submits a Statement of Substance of Interview below to comply with 
the requirements of M.P.E.P. § 713.04 and to document for the record that the Restriction 
Requirement mailed on May 24, 2005 was erroneously indicated as being directed to the 
present application by the U.S. Patent Office. 

Particularly, Applicant notes that an erroneous Restriction Requirement was 
mailed on May 24, 2005, which is not directed to the claims of the present application and 
which was erroneously mailed by the U.S. Patent Office. Applicant's representative 
contacted the Examiner on May 26, 2005 and notified the Examiner of the issuance of the 
erroneous Restriction Requirement. The Examiner confirmed that a Restriction 
Requirement was not to be issued in the present application, and thus, the Restriction 
Requirement was erroneously mailed by the U.S. Patent Office. 

The Examiner stated that an Interview Summary would be issued to confirm that 
the Restriction Requirement was sent by the Patent Office in error.
